Disconauts jaunch new space programme 


Techno space cadets and disco bunnies with attitude are being recruited to a new space 
programme. Disconaut AAA (Association of Autonomous Astronauts) are planning to -use 


dancefloors across the world as launch pads to explore the universe. 


In the latest issue of their newsletter Everybody. is-a star! (No.2, Summer 1997), Disconaut- AAA 
describe some of their experiments. Spokesperson Neil Disco reports: “millions of people have 
achieved near-flight experiences on the dancefloor. If-we-can just get the right combination of 


sounds, bodies and chemicals in the right location we could really take off”. 


Disconaut AAA-was established late last-year to explore the potential of dance cultures for space 
flight. It is the latest in a long line of efforts to use music in this way. Others who have tried 
include Sun Ra, George Clinton and Stevie Wonder (“we-don’t need cars ‘cos we've learnt to fly 


on Saturn’’- from 'Songs in the Key of Life’) . 


Today’s dance scenes are saturated in space references - clubs with names like Space: and 
Voyager, tracks, albums, artists and labels with names like Generation Star Wars, Red Planet, 
Galactic Spiral Sound, Rhythm of Space, Planetary Assault Systems, the Space Kittens... Even 
Atmosfear’s disco classic “Dancing in Outer Space” has been given a remix by the Masters at 
Work. But Neil Disco warns “if we really want to reach the stars we've got to push things further. 
A lot of promoters and record companies want to keep us earthbound so that they can keep taking 


our money. We should seize control of the clubs and turn them into spaceships". 


Disconaut AAA are just one of numerous AAA groups across the world. AAA was launched in 
1995 to establish a non-hierarchical world-wide network of local community-based space 
explorations programmes. It-aims to-challenge the present-day state, military and-corporate 
monopoly of space travel and to form autonomous communities in space. Many of the groups are 
involved in electronic dance music and plans for raves in-space.-In June 1997,-a-rave-in-space 


dance party was held in Vienna as part of an Intergalactic Conference there.
